‘HE CHINA MAIL. 


Tue recent conviction of Tai Shing, the 
Chinese storekeeper, has come, as “A 
Householder” remarked in Saturday's 
issue, like ‘a thunder-clap upon all who 
deal in kerosine oil, or who: use keronine 
in their houses or officos.. It may thero- 
fore be well to point out what is the 
actual law, under the provisions of “Tho 
Dangeroys Goods Ordinance, 1873.” 
This is all the more desirable from the 
fact that widespread ignorance evidently 
exists as to the provisions of the ordin- 
ance guiding the sale and use of this oil, 
When the laws of any community are 
difficult to get af, hard to interpret, and 
in many cases only to be seen in lawyer's 
offices—as thost of the recent statutes of 
Hongkong are—it ia not surprising that 
the Policoshould occasionally strike terror 
amongst quite a hoat of unconscious law- 
breakers by making an example of one 
of the offenders, 

“The Dangerous Goods Ordinance, 
1873,” which consista of twenty sections, 
was passed by the Legislative Council on 
Oth of July 1873, and having been cone 
firmed was proclaimed law on Nov. lat 
of the sawe year, In the preliminary or 
defining clauses; which mention the goods 
legislated for, Petroleum is held to 
include Kerosine. and other oils, which 
are thus ranked an. “dangerous,” © Béo- 
tion 7 gives power to: the Governor in 
Council to'apply the Ordinance to other 


| substances than’ those enumerated 5 but 


this power does not eppear to have been 


acted upon, Section 8 provides for by- 


laws being made regarding the . mooring 


“of ships carrying dangerous goods, and

' AFFAIRS IN UPPER BURMA. 
_ We have to hand to-day the Rangoon 
Biupers up to the 2ist March: Tho Gazeie 
(19 March) fears war, and. says there can be 
very little doubt, aa to tho Issue of the 
present state of our relations with Uppor, 
Burma, Our contemporary writes — 


That we are determined to put mattete 
commercially and politically on s thorough- 
ly sound basis, dictating our own terms, 
and to enforce these terms vi et arms if 
necessary, are cqually cortain. We may 
also take it as a foregdne concluston that 
the attempt of our Government to impose 
conditions on the young fiend on the 
Burmese throne will ba resented by bim ss 
aninsult perbapatobe atoned for by the lifa 
of every ixuropian in Mandalay. Already 
his determination to fight has been evinced 
by his sending large forces towards the 
frontior—about 7,000 on the Thayetmyo 
frontier, 3,000 in the Tonghoo direction, 
and an equal number to the boundary line 
betwecn Fonghoo and Thayetmyo-;. at 
least such are the accounts conveyed to us 
from up-country from oredible sourccs, 
although we cannot undertake to vouch for 
their perfect authenticity. .But that there 
is some foundation for the report’ we oan 
hardly doubt fr m the haste’ with which 
reinforcoments ate being pushed forward 
by us to the frontier, B. M's, 43rd Light 
Infantry and a wing of the 89th P, V, 
Regiment leave this morning for Thayet- 
myo ; also 60 men from H. M. 8. Wid 
Swan, 34 men under Lieut, Roper from 
the same’ men-o’-war having already leit 
yesterday, to man the river gunboat | 
trrawaddy on the frontier station. 

The. six regiments. in garrison wore 
formed into two brigades before leaving, 
avd reviewed by General Knox. Gore. 
There were but few movements ,one 
through ‘besides the march-past and the 
advance in line ;‘ant if their steadiness 
in: the field is to be ganged by that on 
parade they should be able to give good 
necount: of themselves, even before a 
more dangerous foe thon. the King of 
Burma's rabble is likely to prove. Such a 
large force has not been seen on our parade 
ground since the Jast Burmese war.

GENERAL GRANT AT SINGAPORE. 
(Daily Times, April 1st. J 

Early this morning, Singapore was on 
the gui vive, and many wero the anxicties 
after the five o’clock gun had been fired, 
lest the boom should not bo heard of the 
other which was to announce the arrival to 
this far corner of the world of tho vessel 
bringing General Grant—the brave soldier 
and erhinent statesman, who has presided 
again and again with success over the des.

A large company of Police lined the way, 
while the Consnis-General afd most of the 
Consuls, many of the officials, and a repre- 
sentative gathering of the.

-sidents found places on the Pier. Captain 
Mead and three ofiicers of H. M. S. Modeste 
‘in full dregs uniform were there present 
betimes to pay their respects to a soldier
